HIS is not a list of Canadian books 
pans in 1954, it is not a list of 

books of high literary merit or of 
“best books”. It is a highly selective list 
of books, for the most part, printed in 
Canada and written by Canadians, which 
should prove informative and useful on 
the shelves of almost any library. The 
choice reflects a personal taste and a per- 
sonal experience. It is, therefore, open to 
criticism: “Why was this included and 
why was that omitted?” 

No attempt has been made to obtain a 
just balance between the various large 
The compiler thinks that such 
measures hinder rather than help in the 
compilation of a good or useful list. On 
the other hand, the group of reference 
books includes some very obvious and 
well-known titles, simply for the sake of 
balance and variety.

that the intricacies of Canadian govern- 
ment and commonwealth relations are 
mystifying to “foreigners”, even to our 
good neighbours to the south. 

I have unblushingly included some 
books that are used as “texts” in Canadian 
universities, as well as some that have 
appeared in other, rather similar, lists. 

It will be noted that only one biography 
has been listed. The length of the list 
would not permit of many and this is the 
best and most readable of recent Canadian 
biographies. Furthermore, it covers a very 
important period in Canadian history. 

The literature group is of necessity brief. 
In Canada, we are beginning to come of 
age in imaginative literature, but (though 
this be treason) as yet we fall short of the 
best in American and English writing. It 
seerned advisable, therefore, to concen- 
trate attention on literary history, criti- 
cism, and collections, and to include only 
a few poets and novelists whose work has 
a decidedly Canadian flavour. Had space 
permitted, this group could have been 
longer.

The Gilbreth brother who collaborated in 
Cheaper by the dozen (Booxkuist 45:149, Ja 
1 49) adds another chapter to the family rem- 
iniscences, speaking in the character of his 
youngest brother’s wife. A honeymoon in 
Nantucket, Bob’s birthplace, was something 
of a surprise to Barb, who had had other 
plans, but she ended by succumbing to the is- 
land’s charm, and even suggested the purchase 
of the Anchor Inn. With more energy than 
money to spend on the venture, the young 
couple ran a successful business and had a 
wonderful time, judging by the number and 
quality of the stories added to the Gilbreth 
family’s store of amusing anecdotes. 


Leighton, Clare Veronica Hope. Where 
land meets sea; the tide line of Cape Cod. 
Rinehart, $4. August 12. 

A gathering of personal impressions of sea- 
sonal activities on Cape Cod by a British 
author who, although she has lived on the 
Cape only 10 years, is thoroughly imbued 
with the charm of its basic, enduring life as 
well as the picturesque qualities enjoyed by 
summer visitors. A book for all who love 
the seacoasts. Engravings by the author will 
add to the enjoyment of the text. 


Lynes, Russell. The tastemakers. Harper, 
$5. October 6. 

A diverting history of American popular taste 
in art, architecture, and interior decoration, 
with short profiles of the men and women who 
have formed, embodied, and manipulated it. 
The author begins in the 1820’s, when the 
landed aristocracy relinquished their control 
over American taste, and made the era of 
public taste possible. He proceeds to the era 
of private taste after the Civil War, when the 
tastemakers, who set their sights on the very 
rich, hoped that culture would somehow seep 
down to the lower ‘classes. Finally he deals 
with the era of corporate taste, when the mass 
media rubber-stamp American preferences 
from New York to Hollywood. The author 
believes that Americans have always fussed 
too much about taste, whose sole function 


should be the increase of one’s faculties for 
enjoyment. 


Ritter, Christiane. A woman in the polar 
night; tr. from the German by Jane De- 
gras. Dutton, $3. September 8. 

The author reluctantly left a comfortable 
home in Germany to join her husband, a com- 
mercial hunter, for a year at an isolated post 
on Spitsbergen. Her narrative reveals the 
courage with which she adjusted to the primi- 
tive living conditions, took part in hunting 
expeditions with her husband and his partner, 
learned about polar weather and animals, and 
gradually fell under the spell of the strange 
land. An unpretentious, sincere personal 
narrative without manufactured dramatics. 
To be illustrated with drawings by the author. 


Sandoz, Mari. The buffalo hunters. Hast- 
ings, $4.50. August 23. 

The second volume in the American proces- 
sion series sweeps across the trans-Missouri 
country during the decade following the Civil 
War, when millions of buffalos were being 
hunted into extinction. It was a time of 
frontier law, and while business in_ hides 
boomed for the white fortune hunters, the 
Indians who lived on buffalo meat slowly 
starved. By 1877 Indian resistance had been 
broken, the buffalo herds had vanished, and 
the hunters turned to ranching and home- 
steading. The author makes the reader share 
her indignation over a discreditable chapter 
in American history, but the effect is some- 
what weakened by superfluous material.
